A Boarder in the Family Believed to Have 
Done the Awful Work-—Murder Con- 
fessed by a Chicago Convict—Texas 
Lottery Casein Court—Marshall Thorn- 
ton Killed by an Indian. 


New York, Oct. 31.—Minnie Rauhauser, & 
pretty German girl17 years old, was found 
with her throat cut last night at her home in 
West Sixty-seventh street. An examination 
revealed the fact that the girl had been mur- 
dered and that acriminal assault had been 
attempted. William Miller, 27 years old, who 
boarded with the Rauhauser family, 1s sup- 
posed to be guilty ofthe double crime, He 
has disappeared, but the police expect to 
capture him in short order, Miller has lived 
with the family for six years, and was re- 
garded by them as almost one of the family. 
It is believed that he attempted to outrage 
the girl, and that she successfully resisted 
him. Foiledip his attempt to outrage the 
girl, itis believed that Miller became furious 
and committed the murder. 


William Miller has not re been found by 
the police. Itis believed that the murder 
was committed before 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Miller had several hours in which 
toescape. The police believe he has takena 
train for the West, but are searching dili- 
gently for him in this city and vicinity. 


A WIFE’S VENGEANCE. 
New YorK, Oct. 31.—Last night about 8 
o’clock, the crowds of people going to the 
Metropolitan Opera-house were startled by 


the sound oftwo pistol shots firea within a 
few feet of the door. A young man, just 
about to cross the street, was seen to clutch 
his neck in both his hands and stagger, 
while a handsome, well-dressed, young 
woman stood near him with a smoking fre- 
volver raised. Inan instant a crowd surged 
around the pair, a police officer seizing and 
disarming the woman and a bystander assist- 
ing the wounded man. Aid was summoned 
and the man taked to the hospital, where he 
died within halfan hour. The woman made 
no resistance and was taken tothe police 
station, where she said she was Mrs. Annie 
Walden, the wife of the man she shot. 
Her reason was that he had gone with 
another woman, and, after maltreating her, 
failedto support her. The man was James 
|'Walden, aged 20, whose father and relatives 
‘fare owners of race horses. He met the 
woman at the races and married her against 
‘the advice of his father, She bore a good 
character.

YOUNG MEN’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION. 


The Fifteenth Annual State Convention at 
Hannibal. 

HANNIBAL, Mo., Oct. 31.—The fifteenth 

annual State Convention of the Young Men’s 

Christian Association is now in session here, 

The enthusiasm that always attends these 

conventions is not missing and the Broadway 


service led by F. J.. Smith of New York, an 
evangelistic singer, an address of welcome 
was delivered by Rev. O. E. Heart of Hanni- 
bal, and responded to by Mr. McPheeters of 
St. Louls. A very able address was then de- 
lived on ‘‘The Bibleas It Is,’’ by Rev. Dr. 
Vassar of Kansas City. The first day was 


taken up with the review of work, both State 
and local, and it was shown that while a few 
societies have disbanded and some are with- 
out secretaries and physical directors, the 
work is steadily gaining ground and the out- 
look for next year is very promising. Nine 
ofthe employes of the State associations have 
resigned during the year, while eighteen 
other men have accepted positions as gen- 
eral secretaries, physical directors and assist- 
ants. There are now forty-two associations, 
as follows: City and town, 20; college, 15; 
railroad, 4; German, 2; colored, 1. Thirty- 
six of these report a membership of 7,263. 
Thirty of them expended $63,407 for current 
expenses last year. Nine own buildings and 
real estate valued at $450,150. Twenty-two 
report apn average daily attendance at rooms 
of 1,421. Thirty-five report an average weekly 
attendance at Gospel meetings of 1,850. 
Twenty report an average weekly attendance 
at Bible classes of 277. Twenty-six report 797 
young men seeking religious counsel, and 
212 additions to the church. While 
the reports are encouraging, still 
the great numbers yet untouched by 
this movement show the fleld before its 
workers, for inthe Stateare nearly half a 
million young men. About45,000 are com- 
municants in Protestant churches, but not 
189,000 of them attend church withany regu- 
larity. 

During Friday afternoon the subject of dis- 
trict organization and work was discussed by 
Mr. Wm. Boyd of Kansas City, this being fol- 
lowed by the consideration of the colege 
question. Mr. Hugo Von Hagen of St. Louls 
spoke enthusiastically of the German work 
and its possibilities. A novel feature was a 
German song rendered by the large delega- 
tion from St. Louls. 

Dr. Jesse, President of the State Univer- 
sity, ina few choice words showed his sincere 
interest in the association and its efforts 
among college students. <A solo by F. H. 
Jacobs of Hannibal was much appreciated. 

A very delightful reception was tendered 
the delegates by the members of the Hanni- 
bal Christian Endeavor Societies.

GONE UP IN SMOKE. 


Fire Devastates the Best Part of New 
Baltimore, 0. 


THE LAGOONS AND MARSHES OF CHI- 
CAGO SWEPT BY FLAMES. 


. 


Six Hours’ Hard Work in the Suburbs of 
the Lake City — Farm-Houses and 
Standing Grain Consumed at Mo- 
mence, Ill.—Sedalia Visited by the 
Destroying Element—Sparks. 


NORTH BALTIMORE, O., Oct. 31.—This place, 
in the center of the Wood County oil flelds, 
was visited last night by the most disastrous 
conflagration in its history. Five years ago 
it was asmall hamlet, but inashort time 
developed into a city of over five thousand 
inhabitants, and was one of the most pros- 
perous towns in the State. Located ata dis- 
tance from an adequate water supply and 
studded with derricks that marked the loca- 
tions of gas and oil wells, with many 
thousands of barrels of the inflammable ma 
terial stored within the confines of the town, 
a fire such as that of last night has long been 
feared. ’ 

About 12 o’clock lastnight the long ex- 
pected calamity occurred, and the blaze, 
which started in an oil well just west of the 
town, soon gained such headway that the 
destruction of the entire place was threat- 
ened. The greater portionof the business 
center is now in ashes. The blaze swept Main 
street from the Baltimore & Ohio Rallroad 
north to Broadway, on the east side, destroy- 
ing twenty-one business houses, including 
the Beacon newspaper, People’s Bank, Post- 
office and some of the largest blocks in the 
place. Onthe west side of the street the fire 
destroy ed thirteen business houses, including 
the Hotel Burke, a portionof the Opera- 
house and many three-story buildings. The 
entire loss is estimated at $400,000. The town 
is almost without fire protection and help 
was summoned from Fostoria, but the 
scarcity of water rendered the work of the 
firemen almost useless. Thirteen residences 
were also burned. 


IN CHICAGO’S SUBURBS. 


— 


HARD WORK FOR THE FIRE AND POLICE DE- 
PARTMENTS. 


CHICAGO, Oct, 31.—The police and fire de- 
partments at Grand Crossing had a desperate 
hand-to-hand fight with prairie fires for six 
hours yesterday at Ninety-second street, east 
of the lllinois Central tracks, and on Drexel 
avenue, between Seventy-seventh and Sev- 
enty-eighth streets. The cause of the fires at 
Ninty-second street was a spark from a pass- 
ing engine. Dried slough grass furnished 
material. When that became exhausted the 
turf burned readily. Dense columns of smoke 
filled the air, and burning turf caused much 
trouble, and it was with the greatest dim- 
culty that the firemen and police could ac- 
complish anything. Foratimeit looked as 
if the citizens In that neighborhood would be 
compelled toabandon their houses. All the 
available men and boys,together with a hun- 
dred or more rallroaders, assisted, and it was 
only by the combined efforts of these and the 
fire department that the fire was kept from 
destroying the entire Calumet region, Sevy- 
eral hundred feet of sidewalk and fences 
were destroyed before the flames were 
checked. 

The fire onthe west of Drexel avenue near 
Seventy-seventh street was caused by small 
boys with matches. Several acres were 
burned bare and 300 feet of sidewalk ue- 
stroyed. 

At the time of the fire little Emma Dowse, 
a daughter of George Dowse, was playing on 
the sidewalk, Her clothing caught fire and 
the little one, frightened and biinded by 
smoke, stood as if stunned. Her cries at- 
tracted her mother, whoranto her rescue 
and succeeded in dragging her from the 
burning sidewalk, and wrapping her in her 
skirts, smothered the fire in the child’s burn- 
ing clothing. Mrs. Dowse’s hands and arms 
were severely burned. The child’s face and 
arms suffered terribly and she barely escaped 
with her life. 

A despatch from Momence, Ill., says: De- 
trustive prairie fires are sweeping the coun- 
try east ofthis city, between the Chicago & 
Indiana Coal road anda Kankakee River. The 
heaviest losers this far are the Chatfleld 
Bros., one-balf mile east of here, who lost all 
their farm buildings, including 4,000 bushels 
of grain, anda large amount of_hay and im- 
plements. Furthereast and south the fire 
swept overa dozen farms, burning several 
hundred tons of hay. Farmers have been 
plowing to save their buildings and check 
the further progress of the flames. Unless 
the stiff south wind abates, the loss will be 
much larger, as the fires are still burning. 


SEDALIA VISITED. 
SEDALIA, Mo., Oct. 31.—One of the most 
destructive prairie fires that this section has 
seen for years occurred last evening three 


miles northeast ofthis city. A man named 
Durk while smoking a pipe dropped some 
fire in the grassand the stiff wind blowing 
carried the Diazein all directions. The fire 
spread to J. M. Offield’s farm and destroyed 
his barns, residence, twenty acres of corn 
and sixty acres of meadow. Property on the 
farms of Milt Huffman, Joseph Norton and 
others was also destroyed.

SYSTEMATIC SMUGGLING. 


Revealed by a Wreck-A Murderous 
Smuggler in Texas. 

New YorK, Oct. 31.—The recent wreck of 
the steamer E] Dorado on the banks of the 
Bahamas has been the unexpected means of 
bringing to Nght what the Oustom-house 
officials in this city believe to be an extensive 
and systematic smuggling scheme, which has 
been long continued and exceedingly re- 
munerative to the smugglers. A grave 
feature of the case is the suspicion that cer- 
tain officials in the San Francisco Custom- 
house appear to be involved, unless all signs 
fail, inthe way of conniving at the fraud. 


The Treasury Department at Washington has 
been communicated with as to this aspect of 
the swindle, which did not come to light 
until within a day or two, and Secretary 
Foster, in the interest of the Government and 
honest importers, will undoubtedly hold a 
rigid investigation. There is nothing to show 
that the customs officials at New York are to 
blame, for the reason that the fraud was in 
the class of goods which the law permits to 
+ so nate in bond and transported free of 
uty. 

Owing tothe reticence of the detectives of 
the special Treasury Agent’s officer of this 
city, whose investigations are not yet con- 
cluded, it is impossible to learn all the details 
which they have unearthed. For instance, 
the name of the New York consignee of the 
smuggled goods has been suppressed. But 
the story substantially is as follows: 

There arrived from Germany on Aug. 1 0n 
the steamer Aller, from Bremer, nine cases 


San Francisco. Being well known in the 
Custom-house as ‘‘I, T.”’ goods, that is goods 
for immediate transportation, the cases were 
not opened bythe Custom-house officials of 
this port and were allowed to be transhipped 
in bond of the El Dorado, which was to take 
them to New Orleans, where they were to be 
shipped by rail to San Francisco via the 
Southern Pacific Railroad. The law provides 
that ‘‘I. T.’’ goods cannot be opened and ap- 
praised yntil they reach their portof des- 
tination. 

When the steamer ran ashore all the cargo 
that was saved was brought back to New 
York and the nine cases in question, being 
foreign goods in bond, were taken possession 
of by the customs officials in order that the 
roe ag might be appraised and the duty ex- 
acted, 

Then came an important discovery. The 
nine cases had been entered at the New York 
Custom-house as containing linen towels, 
valued inthe aggregate at $944. The cases 
were marked ‘‘S.&C. K.,’’ and numbered 
from 98 to 106 inclusive. When they were 
opened at the appraisers’ stores it was found 
that only three ef the nine cases contained 
linen and that the other six cases concealed 
fine Kid gloves, which haa been worth before 
they were damaged by water in the ship 
much over $10,000. The attempt to smuggle 
had been deftly managed. For instance, case 
NO. 98 contained towels, but case No, 99 was 
filled with kid gloves. So was No. 100, while 
101 Was towels; 102, 103 and 104 kid gloves; 105 
towels and 106 kid gloves. This distribution 
was made by some one having a knowledge 
of the practice of the Custom-house officials 
In selecting packages for examination at the 
appraisers’ stores. 

From certain discoveries the suspicion is 
warranted that this sort of smuggiing has 
been going on for some time. There ts reason 
to belleve that some one in the San Francisco 
Custom-house was privy tothis arrangement. 
The smuggled goods would undoubtedly have 
gone through without detection ifit had not 
been for the accident to the ship. 


KILLED TWO OFFICERS. 
LAREDO, Tex., Oct. 31.—United States 
Deputy Marshal George Wise and a man 
named Garcia lay in wait for Francisco 


Florez,a smuggler, at 4 o’clock yesterday 
morning, nearthe school-house plaza. At 
the approach of Florez, Wise stepped for- 
ward to see what he had in a bundle, when 
Florez stabbed him in the stomach. Wise 
fired two shots at Florez and Garcia ran up 
to catch the murderer, but he received a 
gash beneath the left nipple that caused him 
to drop dead in his tracks. Wise died ats 
o’clock yesterday morning. Florez escaped. 


‘PERILS IN ALASKA. 


Further Incidents of Recent Explorations 
About Mt. St. Elias. 


VIcToRIA, British Columbia, Oct. 31.—There 
is something thrilling in the narratives of 
Lieut. SchwatkKas’ and Prof. Russell’s recent 
experiences in Alaskan wilds. The Profes- 
sor’s complete report wlll be made soon to 
the Smithsonian Institution, in whose behalf 
his trip was undertaken. Additional partic- 
ulars of Schwatka’s wanderings are made 
public here. No less than eleven large rivers 


were crossed, They were all very rapid and 
eee difficuity was experienced in fording 
them. 

When in the very centerof the unknown 
country the guides declared that they 
wouid not go further, declaring that it meant 
suicide to attempt tocross the St. Elias range. 
But Schwatka ana his two white companions 
wenton. As the travelers got to the base of 
the St. Ellas Alps they beheld on either hand 
hundreds of grand ice-clad mountains, 
bunched together, many ofthem from 10,000 
to 14,000 feet high. 

No pass of any kind was seen until one af- 
ternoon, turning a curve around an enor- 
mous mound of solid rock, they saw a likely 
piace. In a gully between two hills of snow 
ran a flerce torrent, and just above this, fol- 
lowing its course into the mountains, was a 
fragile ledge of rock. Towards this the ex- 
plorers went, and then started ja series of 
narrow escapes, terrible dangers and great 
obstacles, almost unequaled in the history of 
modern climbing. 

Several times during the first day Dr. Hayes 
slipped and twice narrowly escaped a fearful 
death. Both times Schwatka’s arm saved 
him, At the end of the second day Hayes, 
who had so far carried his box of instru- 
ments with great difficulty, was compelled to 
abandon them. 

Attheend ofthe third day Schwatka was 
almost shoeless and the feet ofalithe party , 
were bleeding. They still struggled on over 
ice and ere rocks, the air getting 
colder all the time. The party slept in 
blanket coats, huddled up together ' for 
warmth. The middle of the fourth day they 
got toa rise in the hills and discovered that 
the future course would be adescent. The 
descent was rapidly made, and then the ex- 
plorers continued across the country ata 
slow pace till they struck some rapids and 
embarked in an impromptu canoe in another 
adventurous part of the journey, shootin 
the torrent through a great canyon of solid 
rock, faced in many places with pure copper. 
Only the narrowness of the way saved the 
party from certain destruction, and as it was 
they all were terribly bruised and shaken up 
by the experience, 

After passing the rapids and going overa 
fast tributary of the Copper, they reached 
the Indians again at the fork ofthe Copper 
and for the first time in six weeks tasted 
flourortea. The Indians took the party with 
them to the ocean and the trip of exploration 
was over. ; 

Dr. Hayes has taken with him to Washing. 
ton a large piece of pure native copper that 
was torn off a filnt rock at the great canyon. 
The specimen contains 97 perceatof pure 
copper, and Is to be taken to a party of cap- 
itallsts in New York, who will, itis believed, 
at once start to develop what Schwatka de- 
aes is the richest copper mine in the 
world.

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NOT WORTH A RAP. 


The City Relying Upon Railway Bonds 
That Are Valueless. 


CONTRACTS WITHOUT SURETIES, YET 
LEGAL, GIVEN TO REGISTER WHERRY. 


The Register Describes the Legislation 
Needed to Protect the City Against 
Loss— Councilman Arnstein Disap- 
points His Colleagues Who Want to 
Investigate the Mullanphy Trust. 


Very often it happens that in looking up 
the bonds of corporations, given tothe city 
to insure the performance of the terms ofa 
contract, itis found that some of the bonds- 
men have failed in business or died. In one 
case it was discovered not long agothata 
bond had been absolutely worthless for this 
reason. It is properly the business of the 
Comptroller, the chief financial officer of the 
city, to keep these bonds up to their proper 
standard of value, but he has never looked 
upon it this way, and so the bonds have been 
neglected. Councilman Anderson’s attention 
has been directed to _ this matter, 
and through a_ resolution introduced 
by him, the Counctl’s committee on 
municipal affairs have been directed to ex- 
amine the bonds which Register Jos. Wherry 
now has, and report their condition tothe 
Assembly. The committee is also expected 
to recommenda a plan to protect the city. 

VERY CARELESS LEGISLATION. 

Register Wherry said to-day: ‘‘lamf{very 
glad the committee has been appointed. 
Franchise legislation is now being 
rushed through the Assembly with 
such haste that the fbond requirement 
the most important part of the bill, is very 
carelessly made. In none of the bills is there 
any clause makingthe corporation keep the 
bond up to its standard, and many have not 
even a surety requirement. A bond of a rail- 
way company was brought to this office the 
other day. It had no sureties and I asked for 
them. They showed me the ordinance which 
demanded none. Ihadtoaccept the bond, 
but I doupt = «+ is worth 
any more thanthe mere acceptance of the 
ordinance by the company. Suppose we look 
at some of the ordinances and see what they 
say about bonds.,’’ 

BONDS WITHOUT SURETIES. 

Register Wherry got down the book in 
which all railway ordinances are indexed 
and selected two. One wasthe bill author- 
izing the Missouri Street Railway Co. to op- 
erate its road by electric power. The bond 
clause provided that ‘‘said company shall 
enter intoa bond to the city of St. Louls 
with sureties.’’ 

‘*In this,’’ said the Register, ‘‘the suretles 
are mentioned, but thereis no requirement 
that the company shall replace these sure- 
cont ifforany reason they become worth- 
ess.’”’ 

Another bill taken up atrandem was one 
giving the Missour! Pacific Railway Co. the 
right to lay a side-track. All that was said 
about the bond was that the company should 
‘file its penal bond with the City Register.’’ 
Not a word about sureties. 

‘*The thing for the Assembly to do,’’ said 
Register Wherry, ‘‘is first to carefully word 
the bond clause in every franchise bill that is 
passed so as to make the companies keep 
their fown bonds in good condition, after 
furnishing securities, and next to 
pass a general ordinance makin 
it the duty of some officers 0 
the city to examine corporation jfbonds 
at certain intervals, just asis done with offi- 
cial bonds now. Nothing can be done thatI 
see with the bonds now on file. There is no 
law to make the companies better them if 
they need it, andif suits come the city will 
have to pay for the neglect of former legisia-

The part taken by the Post-DISPATCH in 
the school election is not that of a con- 
vention or of a political boss or slate- 
maker. Its only proper function and its 
only object is to aid the people as best it 
may to reform the School Board by putting 
better men in the places of those whose 
terms are expiring. 

Therefore we cannot comply with the re- 
quests of many of our readers to make for 
them a list of the candidates whom they 
should vote for at large and in their re- 
spective districts. We decline because 
we sincerely believe that, where there isa 
choice between good men, the great body 
of voters will be more competent to make 
the proper selection than anybody else. 
With all the light the press can give them, 
they possess asa body a larger fund of in- 
formation about local men and things than 
any editorial force can be expected to 
have. 

Take the local candidates for directorsin 
the several school districts for example. 
The Post-DIsPATCH’s revelations have 
hown the, voters that they ought to beat 
every member of the present board who is 
running in any district for re-election. 
But the question howto do this is likely 
to be most wisely decided when left to the 
resident voters, who best know the com- 
parative worth and strength of the several 
anti-ring candidates. While urging a con- 
centration of their votes on the man whose 
fitness and strength offer the best guaran- 
the Post-DISPATCH might hinder 
rather than help such concentration by 
undertaking to name a candidate for 
them. 

As for the two tickets at large they are 
both anti-ring tickets, nominated on non- 
partisan platforms pledging them to re- 
form the abuses which all parties and all 
good citizens hope to wipe out by this 
election. There is no ring ticket. in the 
contest at large to make a concentration 
on the Democratic ticket necessary on ac- 
count of the weakening faction fight in 
the Republican ranks.

RECKLESS EXPENDITURES. 


In the face of the fact that the funds in the 
public school treasury were at such a low ebb 
as to render an increase in the school tax al- 

most imperative this year, certain action of 
the School Board at the beginning of the cur- 
rent school term was somewhat remarkable. 

That action consisted first in a reclassifica- 
tion of a score or more of schools in a way 
that has the effect of largely increasing the 
expenses of the public scool system by neces- 
sitating an increase in the salaries of princi- 
pals and teachers already employed at those 
schools and the addition of other teachers to 
the stafffof the schools reclassified.jThe second 
step taken inthis line was a corresponding 
increase in the salaries of school janitors of 
those and other schools, the result of this 
general advance in salaries,and increase in 
the force being that the public schools of St. 
Louis are now under heavier expense than 
ever before in theirhistory. With a heavy 
deficit impending in the public school 
treasury, the details of these additional ex- 

penses incurred at such a time by the present 
School Board form a striking instance of the 
recklessness which now characterizes the 
management of the public schools. 

INCREASE IN EXPENDITCRES. 

On Oct, 13, the Joint Committee of Salaries 
and Teachers submitted a report to the 
School Board which upon its adoption caused 
the following changes:

At the same meeting the Douglass and Mul- 
lanphy schools, which formerly constitute4 
one school, were classified for the current 
school term, the Douglass being reduced from 
first to third class, and the Mufianphy placed 
in the fourth class. The result of the di- 
vision and classification is an increase in the 
annual expense of $1,060. 

The total increase in the annual expenses 
shown in the above list, which is for 
teachers’ salaries alone, amounts to $17,667. 

RECKLESS MANAGEMENT. 

Having incurred this additional debt with 
the prospect of a heavy deficit and an in- 
crease in the school tax staring them in the 
face atthat very moment, the present re- 
markable School Board then proceeded to 
raise the salaries of school janitors, engin- 
eersand watchmen. These employes were 
treated with a generosity that could not have 
been surpassed had the School Board s- 
sessed a surplus of millions instea.l ofa defi- 
cit necessitating an increased school tax. On 
that same day the Joint Salary and Teach. 
ers Committee submitted tothe boarda re- 
classified schedule of salaries of janitors, en- 
gineers and watchmen. 

That schedule increased the expenses of 
the public schools in the matter of janitors’ . 
engineers’ and watchmen’s salaries alone, 
exactly $4,860 per year. 

The above two items alone, the matter of 
the salaries of teachers, janitors, engineers 
and watchmen, thus show that the present 
School Board deliberately saddled on the 
public schools an increased Mability of $22,527 
per annum atthe moment when they were 
urging upon the people the necessity of an 
increased school tax for the purpose of re- 
lieving a treasury deficit. The facts of this

Dooley was O’Connor’s friend. O’Connor 
proposed to Dooley that he should spend 
about fifteen days, at $6 a day, inspecting the 
heaters in the school bulldings, condemning, 
when possible, stoves. But tne statement 
had come from Dooley, in his own language. 
Dooley is in the stove business at 1227 Market 
street and 1019 Vandeventer avenue. He says: 
*‘Ed O’Connor induced me to go to work al- 
though my own business was pressing in the 
spring of 1888. He represented that I would 
be able to get through in about two or three 
weeks and promised that thereafter he would 
throw considerable school work in my way. 
Itook the job, After I had been at work 
some time, I was superintending the sét- 
ting of a good second-hand heater 
in the cellar of a school-house when O’Con- 
nor came in. ‘What are you doing?’ he in- 
quired. ‘Oh, setting a pretty good Lotze 
furnace that has been taken out of another 
school,’ lanswered, O’Connor was furious. 
‘I don’t want any but new furnaces,’ he 
raged. ‘Stop work and I’ll see that this 
don’t goon.’ Istopped, Afterthat O’Con- 
nor proposed to methatI giveup to him 
about $2,000 worth of my private work that I 
was then engaged upon to him in exchange 
for a like amount of school work which would 
be more profitable tome. In that way he 
would get my workand I the _ school 
work. It was a tempting offer, but I knew 
that my patrons would not be satisfied to 
have anybody else work for them, and so] 
declined. I got several school jobs, among 
others repairs in the Clinton, Chouteau; Mul- 
lanphy and other buildings. O’Connor in- 
sisted that I buy all my pipe, elbows, asbes- 
tos packing, tron and Pppee wire and 2x tin 
that went into the schools from him. I re- 
fused to buy the pipe from him, because I 
did not consider that he made good pipe. 
Also, he insisted upon being paid full price 
for all the material he sold me. In other 
words, all I was to get out of it was my labor 
and time. For instance, he operas me a dollar 
a pound for asbestos,just what I could charge 
the School Board. He also furnished ma- 
terial for other jobs in the School Board ana 
made me charge for them and give the 
money tohim. Here is a receipt bill for 
$15.58, dated Aug. 24, 1888, for material. [Mr. 
Dooley presented the reporter with the bill, 
a copy of which is here shown.] The 
only item of all charged that I got was the 
ten cans of asbestos. When I got the bill I 
went to O’Connor and protested that I had 
not gotany of the other supplies. ‘That’s 
all right,’ said O’Connor, ‘I put the rest into 
other school jobs, but I can’t charge the 
department for it, and I want you to collect 
and turn the money over to me.’ 
I have paid him the money under protest and 
put it in my bill and got it from the board. 
am willing to make affidavit to the above.’’

O’Connor 
was in a hurry to get the job through and we 
worked all day Sunday. O’Connor paid me 
for the extra work on Sunday. O’Connor 
kept shady about his work on the schools 
and did not let me know any more than he 
could help, but it was generally understood 
in the sbop that Fuller & Warren contracts 
were put in by O’Connor.’’ 

FURTHER CORROBORATION,. 

August Butz is a tinsmith and stoveman 
doing business at 1926 Franklin avenue, and 
living at 1514 North Twenty-fifth street. Mr. 
Butz is a man of family, a householder, 
reputable citizen, well thought of in his ward, 
and vouched for by a large number of bus!i- 
ness associates. Until about a year ago Mr. 
Butz was outside foreman for Edward J. 
O’Connor, and had charge of the men en- 
gaged in setting furnaces and executing 
the Fuller & Warren contracts. Mr. 
Butz says he will make affidavit 
that he superintended and did work on 
those contracts and was always paid by 
O’Connor. He charges that material and 
supplies were taken from O’Connor’s place 
in O’Connor’s wagon, and that O’Connor’s 
men, paid off by O’Connor every Monday 
night did the work..

Winter overcoats will be in dema to- 
morrow. The prolonged spell of Indian sum- 
mer which has proved sucha boonto the 
young man minus an overcoat will come to 
an untimely end to-night, if Weather Bureau 
prophecies can be relied upon. There is 
every reason to believe there will be 
a decided change in the temperature this 


evening. Thecold wave started in the far 
Northwest last Thursday, causing a fall of 
from 20 to 40 deg. It took a southeasterly di- 
rection, striking Western lowa,South Dakota 
and Nebraska. The intensity lessens as it 
moves eastward. Thursday night the fallin 
temperature around Forts McKinney, As- 
siniboine, Buford and Rapid City was from 
25 to 40 deg., while last night the decline was 
only from 10 to 25 deg. High winds arose 
last night in the far Northwest and destroyed 
the Signal Service stations at Lander, Rapid 
City and Forts Buford, McKinney and Assin- 
iboine, so that no reports were received 
from there to-day. The storm then moved 
eastward to Minnesota and will strike the 
Upper Lake region to-day, causing severe

Gen. Smith Will Not Take a Seat in the 
School Board. 


HE SAYS THE COMMITTEE MUST HAVE 
KNOWN OF HIS DECLINATION, 


His Letter Written to the Late Chairman 
Bain Just Made Public—Too Late to 
Take the Name Off the Ticket—The Rat- 
ification Meeting— Progress of the 
School Board Campaign. 


Gen. A. J. Smith saldto a Post-DISPATCH 
representative to-day that he would not 
under any circumstances accept a seat in the 
School Board. He ison the Silk Stocking Re- 
publican ticket, and Secretary Player of the 
School Board says it is now too late to take 
off his name and insert that ofanother. Be- 
sides, the Republican Committee does not 
seem to desire to place another name on the 
ticket in leu of Gen. Smith. 

Gen. Smith was nominated by the conven- 
tion that met at Addington Hall on the 15th 
inst., and two days later, when he was of- 
ficially informed of his nomination, he ad- 
dressed a letter declining the nomination to 
the late Chairman George Bain, who was 
then confined to his home with the attack of 
illness which resulted in his death on the 22d 
inst, This letter read as follows; 

Str. Louis, Oct. 17. 
Hon. George Bain, Chairman Republican Central 

Committee: 

DEAR S1R—I write you to respectfully decline the 
nomination of Schoo! Director so kindly tendered me 
by ny fellow citizens at the convention last week. 

While I fully appreciate the honor, and were it 
possible for me to attend to the duties of the position, 
would serve with pleasure. 

I consider the position a very responsible one. But 
circumstances over which I have no control make it 
imperative on me to decline, Very oy og your 
obedient servant, . d. SMITH. 

Whether the existence of this letter was 
unknown to the committee or not is a ques- 
tion. It was not until late last evening that 
it was given out for- publication. Gen. 
Smith declares that the commit- 
tee certainly knew that he would 
not run, while several of the committeemen 
claim they knew nothing about it. The letter 
they say was mislaid during Mr. Bain’s ill- 
ness, and that they knew nothing about it 
until last night. 

Gen. Smith was seen to-da 
that his name was  wprinted on the 
official! ballots and also in the poll books. ‘‘I 
can’t help that,’’ he said, ‘‘I do not want to 
be considered a candidate. lam tooold to go 
out at night to attend School Board meetings 
and I don’t want that or any other 
office. The committee certainly knew 
that I not want the nom- 
ination it ought to have 
put somebody else onthe ticket. You can 
say I will not serve even if elected. They 
can,I trust, even at this late hour, make 
some arrangement towards filling out the 
ticket. That letter was written two days 
after the convention and I feel sure the com- 
mittee knew that I could uot accept the 
nomination. Iamsorry they did not act on 
this matter before this time.’’ 

Secretary Player said when told that Gen. 
Smith would not accept, that it was too late 
to make a change in the tickets and poll- 
books. ‘*‘The ballots are printed,’’ he said, 
‘‘and likewise the poll-books. If Gen. Smith 
is elected he will, I take it, have toresign if 
he does not care to serve.’’ 

Abraham Slupsky, one of the Republican 
committeemen, said: ‘‘We knew nothing 
about the declination until last night. If we 
had known sooner we would have had no 
trouble filing the vacancy. Asit is I guess 
Gen. Smith will have to stay on the ticket.’’

The Only St. Louis Player Secured for 
Next Season, 


AND HE HAS ALSO SIGNED A BOSTON 
LEAGUE CONTRACT. 


—_—— 


The St. Louis Club in a Bad Way—Comis- 
key Apt to Go to Another Oity, and 
Other Men Will Desert—Sullivan De- 
nies Having Challenged Slavin—Sport- 
ing News Generally. 


Of all the players who played any number 
of games with the St. Louis Browns last sea- 
son, only one has signed so far for next sea- 
son. Thisis Rightflelder Tommy McCarthy, 
and as he has also signed a contract with the 
Boston League team ata better salary than 
he is to receive here, itis not likely that he 
will be found here next season. 
Therefore there has practically not 
been a solitary member of the old team 
signed for next year. Mr. Von der Ahe has 
signed Pitchers Breitenstein and Burrell, and 
Second Baseman Nicholson, but these are all 
new men, the two former joining theclub at 
the close of the season, and Nicholson play- 
ing with Sioux City all year. 

That McCarthy and Stivetts had signed 
with the Boston League Club was stated in 
the Post-DISPATCH a month or more ago, and 
was constantly reiterated despite the de- 
nials of these players. McCarthy signed 
with them for $3,500 and received $500 advance 
money, and later he signed with St. Louls for 
$3,200 and got 3300 advance money. His home 
is in Boston, and he will in all probability 
play there, as he will be inpfinenced this win- 
ter by the Boston players, and besides is to 
receive $300 more for his’ services there. 
Stivetts issalidto be receiving $4,500 there, 
and he refused to sign a St. Louis contract 
for $3,800. Hoy, as is well Known, was re- 
leased from St. Louis because Mr. Von 
der Ahe tbought his salary of $3,500 
was too much to pay an  outflelder. 
Denny Lyons has been expelled for drinking 
and Pitcher Willie McGill dropped for the 
same cause. Catcher Munyan has also been 
released, as has Second Baseman Eagan, 
Shorty Fuller, the shortstop, is saidto have 
promised to sign with St. Louls again and so 
has Catcher Jack Boyle, it is declared. 
Fuller, it is generally belleved, will come 
here, but Boyle is doubtfulas the Cincinnati 
Club is after him and that place is his home.
